nor rental value of land occupied by the owner, nor land of any 
kind held by persons exempt from the income tax. 


'These arc unearned incomes. 
They are not obtained by the ex- 


ercise of industry on the part of the beneficiary, but are due to the 
industry and enterprise of the entire people. There is no reason 
why they should »o to private individuals. 
The government could 


easily abolish all taxes on earned incomes amV labor products and 
Still have ample revenue for all its needs from the rental value of 
land. That is the step which should be insisted upon.
